such u purpose. To put n stop to ii 
newspaper proprietors are compelled 
to prohibit the use of their journals 
for the circulation of any kind of 
handbills. They have a right to do 
this, in their own business interests 
•mil it is their duty to do so in the 
interest of their subscribers.

GASLIGHT COMPACT'S liOBKS
